GETTING BY BEING SHY 


It hardly matters if you're four 
or 40, feeling shy is very uncom- 
fortable. It’s also very common. 
But for parents, having a shy 
child can raise a host of questions 
about the impact of a shy 
temperament on the child's 
future, and it can also lead the 
parent to social prodding. 

Lynn Henderson, director of 
the Palo Alto Shyness Clinic, and 
a marriage and family counselor, 
says that shyness is simply an 
emotional discomfort in social 
situations, with symptoms rang: 
ing from an increased heart rate 
or pounding heart to sweaty 
palms, blushing, or a sense of 
freezing. It feels, she says, a lot 
like anxiety, except that it only 
happens in social situations. 

Shy children—and adults—are 
in good company. A large cross- 
cultural study done by Dr. Philip 
Zimbardo, a psychologist at Stan- 
ford University, shows that 40 
percent of the population is 
chronically shy, and 93 percent 
report feeling socially awkward 
part of the time. Other studies 
have attributed shyness to three 
sources: heredity, lack of social 
skills and low self-esteem. 

There’s a time developmental- 
ly when most children are shy— 
or at least wary of strangers—at 
about 12 to 18 months. This is a 
clinging period, says Henderson, 
when new people and social 
situations that include more than 
a family’s intimate circle will 
cause behavior that suggests 
shyness. Many children grow out 
of the stage. Those who don't 
may be considered “slow to 
warm up” children by those who 
study such behavior. 

Once past the toddler period, 
the next big shyness hurdle typi- 
cally comes during early ado- 
lescence. It’s a time when body 
changes call great attention to 
how the adolescent looks, and 
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also a time when new and ex- 
citing relationships and social 
demands are developing. 

Whether a child is lonely in 
first grade because he has trouble 
asking friends to join him on the 
playground, or scared in high 
school to ask someone to next 
week’s party, the role of a parent 
is much the same: to accept and 
acknowledge the child’s feelings, 
and to help develop strategies to 
deal with the situation. 

For the younger child, Hender- 
son suggests that a parent en- 
courage the child to have a friend 
come over to play, and to offer to 
make those arrangements for the 
child if the child wishes. “Once a 
shy child has a chance to be com- 
fortable and familiar with another 
child or two, he will start to warm 
up,” says Henderson. “Don't give 
in to the withdrawal; kids who 
are allowed to withdraw too 
much have difficulty develop- 
ing," she adds. “However, a 
parent can still follow the child's 
interests. So, for example, if he 
is shy about engaging in sports, a 
day trip to the museum's dino- 
saur exhibit with a classmate 
may be a good way for the chil- 


dren to spend time together." 

The choice of teachers and 
school environments can also 
make a big difference in helping a 
shy child become comfortable. 
Henderson suggests that parents 
who know their child is shy 
should look for a school that has 
some sophistication about 
shyness, and offers play situa- 
tions that will not leave shy kids 
on the sidelines. 

Yet at the same time, she 
warns parents that all schools 
may subtly reinforce shyness in 
the classroom. Shy children are 
often liked by teachers because 
they're quiet, they're easy to 
manage, and they frequently do 
well in their studies. 

Shyness in the older child is. 
usually caused by being overly 
self-conscious and is coupled 
with the fear of being viewed 
negatively, says Henderson. 
Again, parents can help their 
teenagers by supporting their self- 
image and by encouraging them 
to communicate their feelings. In 
Henderson’s small group ses- 
sions at the Shyness Clinic, she 
teaches social skills, how to inter-

several permanent teeth later on. 

A baby tooth can also be late to 
loosen. The permanent tooth will 
sometimes erupt anywhere 
behind, above, or in front of its 
proper place. Dr. Rosenstein says 
that in these cases, the baby tooth 
should be removed immediately. 

Depending on the situation, 
spaces can be maintained for a 
still-to-come permanent tooth by 
cementing a metal band or bar to 
nearby teeth, which usually costs 
between $100 and $300. “Ortho- 
dontics run ten times that figure,” 
says Rosenstein. 

The best bet for parents, he says, 
is to have their children examined 
every six months, not just for a 
cavity check and cleaning but also 
for space assessment. He also sug- 
gests that anytime parents see 
anything unusual—a tooth com- 
ing in at an odd angle or place— 
they should have the family den- 
tist or pediadontist check it out.

WHEN KIDS DON'T 
GET ALONG: TEACHING 
PEOPLE SKILLS 


It can happen at school, at 
camp, at Little League or Brownies, 
or with kids in the neighborhood: 
your child is having trouble get- 
ting along with others. 

While kids need to know their 
own minds and learn to be 
themselves, they also have to be 
able to work and play well with 
their peers. According to Gery 
LeGagnoux, Ph.D., director of 
Counseling and Psychological Ser- 
vices at the Corinne A. Seeds 
University Elementary School at 
UCLA, there are some basic peo- 
ple skills children can be taught— 
and some simple approaches 
parents can take—that can help 
those children who stumble in 
their efforts to be appreciated 
members of the group.

LeGagnoux says that kids who 
feel unpopular are typically either 
ignored or rejected. “The ignored 
kids have no impact on anyone, 
they’re often overlooked even by 
the teacher,” he says. Yet for 
many of these children, learning 
some basic ways to join a group 
may be all they need. 

The rejected children are 
sometimes obnoxious, often put- 
down artists or bullies, sometimes 
attention-getters who tease or who 
bother the others by kicking the 
ball out of the playground. Some 
are rejected for things that are not 
under their control, like freckles or 
poor coordination. For the bother- 
some kids, the trick is to help 
them see how their behavior af- 
fects the others. For those with 
traits they can’t control, the goal is 
to teach them coping skills that 
can help them get through the 
hard times and gain the respect of 
the group. 

For any parent whose child is 
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struggling to become part of the 
pack, the greatest challenge is to 
help the child discuss the frustra- 
tions and identify some potential 
causes. The best time to get such a 
conversation going, says LeGag- 
noux, is when the child mentions 
he is having a hard time. For ex- 
ample, if a child is frustrated that 
he wasn't invited to a classmate's 
party, a parent could ask, "Why do 
you think that may be?" The child 
will probably quickly suggest that 
it's the other kid's fault. But even- 
tually, says LeGagnoux, the 
parent can probably get the child 
to see there may be something he 
does that turns the others away. 
Once the discussion of the prob- 
lem is open, parents can help their 
children actually develop the skills 
they need. They can talk about 
what traits they think a friend 
should have— "What do you think 
a good friend is like?"—and ask 
them to decide how good a friend 
they think they are to others. 
Role-playing can also be an ef- 
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fective tool. If a child says she’s 
frustrated because she is never in- 
cluded in the four-square game at 
recess, a parent can say something 
like, “What could you say to the 
others if you'd like to join them?” 
LeGagnoux says a parent can then 
take the process a step further, 
pretending the child is already 
playing the game and the parent 
wants to join in. Later, the two can 
switch roles. 

Parents can also create an envi- 
ronment at home in which every- 
one can feel comfortable discuss- 
ing social frustrations. Involving 
kids in suggesting solutions to a 


+ parent's problems— "The others at 


the office keep going to lunch 
without even asking if I want to 
join them"—can show the child 
that everyone struggles with 
similar sorts of problems. It can 
also teach him or her people- 
related problem-solving that they 
can transfer to the playground, the 
classroom, and beyond.

TIPS FOR TEACHING CHILDREN PEOPLE SKILLS 


1. Schedule downtime in every day for you and your 
child to talk or to just spend time together. Taking a 
long walk, playing a game of catch, even running er- 
rands can provide the personal time a child may need 
to discuss concerns with you. 


2. Avoid giving quick advice. Parents need to listen and 


be supportive of the child. 


3. When offering suggestions, say things like, “I wonder 


what would happen if you tried...” 
feel comfortable saying. . .' 


or “Would you 


4. Try to identify what your own frustrations in peer 


relationships were as a child, and avoid working 
those issues out through your child. Don’t burden the 
child with your perceptions of your own problems in 
getting along. 


5. Provide your child a chance to share experiences 


with his friends; even a half-hour trip together with a 
classmate to a fast-food restaurant or an ice cream 
shop can help build a relationship.

Critics and audiences 
agreed that one of the prin- 
cipal ingredients in the 
film’s success was the ap- 
peal of King Triton’s court 
composer and confidante, 
Horatio Thelonius Ignatius 
Crustaceous Sebastian. 

But few people know that this irrepressible 
calypso crab was originally intended to be a 
pompous turtle named Clarence. 

“We started on the film with a two-page 
treatment, and Sebastian started life as 
Clarence,” explains Ron Clements, who co- 


wrote and directed Mermaid. “Bruce Morris 
did a series of visual storyboards, and he put a 
hermit crab in them. A crab seemed better 
than a turtle: We knew there was going to be 
an important character that would have to 
function both under water and above water.” 

The character of Sebastian began to take 
shape as Clements and his co-writer / director 
John Musker expanded the story. A key point

in his evolution came when the late Howard 
Ashman, the film’s co-producer/lyricist, sug- 
gested making him aJamaican crab. 
“Howard wanted to get a contemporary 
edge into the music,” says Clements. “He felt 
if he made the crab Jamaican, he could work

in calypso elements that would fit with the 
film and still give it that contemporary edge. 
We thought of the crab as a pompous charac- 
ter, and when Howard first said, ‘Jamaican,’ it 
didn’t sound pompous enough.” 

“We liked the idea once we got used to it,” 
adds Musker. “When we wrote the script, we 
wrote his lines in a Jamaican patois.” 

The design for Sebastian’s physical 
appearance presented many 
of the same problems 
Jiminy Cricket's had, half a 
century earlier. As anyone 
who's ever visited a sea- 
food counter can attest, 
crabs are strikingly unattrac- 
tive: They have no faces, 
their eyes are on stalks, and 
their mouths are vertical. - 
But the cartoon crab had to 
be appealing, as he supplied 
much of the film's comedy. 

Typically, several artists contributed to 
Sebastian's final design, and Clements and 
Musker make a point of sharing the credit. 
Storyboard artists Ed Gombert came up with 
an original concept that designer Chris Buck, 
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sculptor Ruben Procopio, апа direct- 
ing animator Duncan Marjoribanks 
refined into the crab audiences know 
and love. 

Clements and Musker cast Sam E. 
Wright and Jodi Benson as the voices 
of Sebastian and Ariel sight unseen, 
based on audition tapes Ashman had 
compiled in New York—the directors 
and actors didn't meet until the first 
recording session. Wright had por- 
trayed jazz great Dizzy Gillespie in 
Bird and earned a Tony nomination 
for his portrayal of a strict father in 
The Tap Dance Kid. 

The six-foot-three actor initially 
had trouble relating to his six-inch 
high character, so he had the engi- 
neers raise his microphone, forcing 
him to strain a little to be heard—as Sebastian 
would. The animators also shot videotapes of 
Wright performing “Under the Sea" and "Kiss 
the Girl" for reference footage. 

When production began on Little Mermaid, 
the Disney animators were still at work on 
Oliver & Company and Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit. For the key animation of Sebastian, 
Clements and Musker hired Duncan Marjori- 
banks, a Canadian animator who had worked 
on television shows, including the “Family 
Dog" episode of Amazing Stories. 

According to Marjoribanks, his principal in- 
spiration for the animation of the crab was 
Wright’s performance. “I could almost see 
Sebastian as I listened to the voice track,” he 
says. “А good performance by a voice actor 
can tell you who a character is, and 
Sebastian’s physical appearance 
both supports the vocals and 
contrasts with them. 

“Although I still can’t see it 
myself, people often tell me they 
can see me in some of Sebastian’s

expressions," Marjoribanks continues. “То 
me, Sebastian is simply himself. But he's a 
complex character. He has a big ego for such a 
small body, and he's always in trouble 
because of his size. His sense of dignity is at 
odds with his fear of being crushed." 
Directing animator Andreas Deja, who 
animated King Triton, praises Marjoribanks's 
handling of Sebastian, and 
agrees that size and attitude 
were key factors in his perfor- 
mance. The two artists 
worked together on the 
first scene in the film to 
go into production: the 
confrontation between

Triton and Sebastian, when the Crab acci- 
dentally blurts out that Ariel has been see- 
ing a human. 

"It was fun to play with the different sizes of 
the characters," comments Deja. "Sebastian is 
tiny, while Triton is an oversized giant. Dun- 
can animated Sebastian in down shots, so I 
worked in reverse, animating Triton from 
Sebastian's point of view, looking up at that 
big nose and big beard. Sebastian has a com- 
plex relationship with the king: He's a 
dutiful conductor and a friend of Ariel's, 

but he's also the King's adviser. 

Triton listens to him and trusts him, 

which is such a funny situation: 

How can a crab be an adviser to a 

big sea king? It could only work 

in animation." 

“We felt it was fun to work with fish 
and crabs and things other than mice and 
dogs and cats,” concludes Clements. “But 
when you're dealing with a character that's 
harder to make appealing, you think, ‘Gee, 
it'd be so much easier to do dogs or mice.' I 
mean, how do you do a cute crab? But when it 
actually succeeds, I think the fact that it was 
harder to do makes it better."
